The 
people of the world must everywhere 
demand the invariable substitution 
of aibitration for war, and because 
the United States is the strongest 
and safest of nations the American, 
people must take the lead in the 
battle for ^humanity and civilization. 

And lastly we must banish militar- 
ism from our spirit as well as from 
our government.

WASHINGTON. — The following 
statement was issued by the soviet 
information bureau today, the 10th 
anniversary of the Russian revolu- 
tion: 

"During the last five year* indus- 
trial production has increased five- 
fold, the output per worker - has 
more than doubled, and the num- 
ber of workers in large scale indus- 
triea has doubled. The monthly in- 
dustrial output has been above the 
pre-war rate since the fall of 192*, 
and during the last two years the 
agricultural output has been about 
equal to the pre-war output in the 
sane time. The metal industry and 
ore mining are the only large indus- 
tries still below the pre-war level. 
During the current fiscal year, be- 
gun Oct. 1. f600.7S4.840 wilt be ex- 
pended for capital improvement!, in 
industry—^er one-fourth of this for 
new plants. 

Year's tUrrtU Good 

The, soviet union this fall gath- 
ered its third successive good har- 
vest. Grain production was some- 
what lower than in VJ2C. the other 
crops larger in some iastances by 60 
per cent. Bumper crops of cotton 
and sugar beets brought production 
in these staples op to pre-war 



Foreign Trade Increases 

The co-operatives have grown 
enormously. The consumers' co-op- 
erative* have a membership of 12,- 
000,000 and run upward of 60.000 
stores, and the farm co-operatives 
have a membership of 7.500,000. Last 
year the co-operatives conducted 44 
per cent of the internal trade and 
upward of 10 per cent of the foreign 
trade. 

The foreign trade turnover in- 
creased from $109,000,000 in 1*22 23 
to about $H00 .000,000 during the last 
fiscal year, with a favorable balance 
of t:i0,ono.«00. Before the war. the 
trade turnover of the ctarist em- 
pire was $1.4M>.500,000. About 20 
per cent of the imports last year 
came irom the United States, com- 
pare* with less than 6 per cent in 
■VJtA. American-soviet trade during 
the fiscal year ending Sept. 30 was 
about $90,000,000 a* compared with 
$48,000,000 In 1913. 

School Attendance Grow* 

"In the csarist empire four sub- 
iecta out of five were illiterate. Il- 
literacy ha* now been reduced to 18 
per cent among the male citixens of 
the soviet union and 6.1 per cent 
amonr the women. Expenditures for 
publie education were $344,636,000

British Labor Gain 

(From The Nation, New York) 
The gain by the Labor Party of 
more than a hundred new seats in 
the local elections just held in Eng- 
land and Scotland has this year a 
particular significance. Labor major- 
ities in many borough and town coun- 
cils and boards of guardians, and 
strong Labor minorities in many 
more, have, since the war, been a 
source of bitter annoyance to the 
Conservative. By their power to 
vote unemployment and poor relief, 
these Labor councilors have won the 
support of large working-class con- 
stituencies, a support which in the 
long run is translated into votes for 
Labor in the general election. La- 
bor councilors, sueh as George Lans- 
bury and Susan Lawrence, have gone 
to prifon for voting appropriations 
for relief in their boroughs, which 
have been judged "unreasonable" by 
the auditors.* Going to prison has, 
of course, only had the further ef- 
fect of increasing their popularity 
and that of the 1-ubor Party; both 
Susan Lawrence and George Lans- 
bury are now in Parliament.

They know it ex- 
pects its recruits to management to 
be posted not only on mathematics 
so that they can make advance cal- 
culations of the firm's profits, but 
prepared, in the social sciences ami 
particularly in psychology. Big busi- 
ness has come "to realize the value 
of a knowledge of the human mind 
and of what influences human be- 
havior and the actions of men.

Roughly, there were three groups of 
opinion. One group .said that the 
unions are the organization of indus- 
try and are also all the state that 
is needed in the new' social order. 
They are to control production, dis- 
tribution and finance, and are to be 
the instruments of such government 
as is inquired. At the other ex- 
treme stood a group which said, "The 
state is now the workers' state. It 
must control everything and since it 
is a workers' state the producers need 
no protection against it and conse- 
quently need no unions any more." 
Between the two stood a group to 
whom Lenin belonged and whose 
view prevailed. On the one hand, 
they denied that the unions consti- 
tuted the solo form of organized so- 
ciety and should monopolize all econ- 
omic and political functions. They 
held that the state must control in- 
dustry. On the other hand they con- 
tended that unions were still neces- 
sary as the means -through which he , 
producers bargained for wages and ' 
working conditions with the employ- , 
er. whether he be a private capital- . 
ist or a state trust, and as the means 
through which the worker makes his.' 
demo* ratio contribution to the indus- 
trial process. i 



But the union is not. the -manage- 
ment. It bargains with the manage- 
ment. The workers do not elect the 
boss and fire him absolutely at will, 
though the union is accepted and 
powerful and the boss cannot there- 
fore bully the .workers. Problems, of 
technique are not settled by the com- 
mittees on the one man one vote sys- 
tem but by experts. The manage- 
ment and experts represent the state, 
society as a whole. Discipline con- 
tinues to be in ''some sense imposed 
on the. worker from without.

SAYS MONEY NATIONALIZATION 
IS FIRST STEP TO SOCIALISM

(Salt Lake City, Utah) 
Permit me to say a few words in 
regard to the letters you have pub- 
lished from farmers and other com- 
rades. I wish to say to me these 
letters give sone very good ideas and 
show results in settling questions 
L'ut are otherwise obscure about the 
course Socialism should take when 
the opportunity comes.

But why speculate 
on the Improbable. If the people 
own the money aystem, that is So- 
cialism, and if the money system is 
privately owned, that is capitalism. 
So Socialism means public ownership 
and control of the mency or economic 



Socialist who knows how money can 
be issued to meet the full require- 
ments of the people throughout the 
World? There is not a Socialist na- 
tion or state that has successfully 
tackled and handled this issue as yet. 
Probably because none has yet be- 
come sufficiently independent to at- 
tempt it. 

I believe the time is near at hand 
when some combination of Socialist 
Nations wilt throw off the capitalist 
money scheme and issue Socialist 
money. 

Therefore it is absolutely essen- 
tiaj that we have a clear conception 
of the matter. Especially is this true 
in states that will soon be called upon 
to decide this matter. 

In my opinion money is a mortgage 
on something of value. Cold or other 
metal bas not a sufficient value to 
issue any large mortgage on. When 
tho people issue their money which 
means Socialism has begun, they will 
havs to mortgage the only wealth 
that they really own sufficiently 
great to cover or guarantee the mort- 
gage and that is the improvements 
they and their forefathers have made 
on the Earth. These permanent and 
useful improvements must all be in- 
sured and money issued on the in- 
surance,
